BOSTON, Nov. SO.—What will probably 


prove a. double murder occurred in a little 
candy store on Broadway in the South 
Boston district this forenoon when H. H. 
Holmes shot W. H. Jordan, proprietor of 
tbe store, three times and Jordan suc- 
ceeded in cutting a deep gash in Holmes' 
throat before he foil to the floor ex- 
hausted from bis own wound* 


Both will Die, 


The trouble resulted from a quarrel 


over an unpaid bill. It is believed both 
men will die. Particulars of the affray 
are meager as both men are in such a con- 
dition that it is impossible for either to 
make a statement. The gash in Holmes 
throat reaches al:-v.st to the back of his 
neck. It has been found impossible 'to 
move him from the place where he fell in 
the store. Jordan was taken to tbe police 
| station, bat at that point it was thought 


[ unwise to remove him to the hospital. 
i 
Pulled n HcroH er. 


The police are watching closely in hope 


he may return to consciousness in a suffi- 
cient degree to enable him to make an 
antl-mortem statement, but the physi- 
sicians state that it is extremely doubtful 
if either one will recover even to this ex- 
tftnt. 


From those earliest upon the sceno it is 


learned that Jordon was at work cutting 
acocounut with a heavy knife when 
Holmes came in and demanded payment 
of a bill. An altercation ensued during 
which it is said Holmes pulled a 38 calibre 
revolver and fired three shots at Jordan, 
each taking effect. 


Turned tlic Kuile. 


Jordan rushed at his antagonist and a 


swift turn of the knife inflicted a probably 
mortal wound in Holmes' throat. The 
sounds of shots attracted a large crowd, 
and when the police forced their way into 
the store both men lay upon the floor 
which was rapidly becoming discolored 
with blood. 


Two nearby doctors were summoned 


after examination declared the removal 
of Holmes would cause immediate death 
It was thought Jordan could be taken to 
the hospital, but he was got no further 
than the police station. 


Both In Howpltal. 


It appeared, however, after a time that 


the men must be removed to a place 
where they could be properly accommo- 
dated and so after a consultation the doc- 
tors decided to make an attempt to get 
Holmes to the hospital. 


Despite their feara the physicians found 


the wounded man survived the change, 
but the hospital authorities have no hope 
| of his recovery. After Holmes was trans- 
ferred the removal of Jordan was also ac- 
complished. There is no apparent change 
in his condition.

Case will be Carried to the 


Supreme Court to Test 


the Statute.

WASHINGTON, D, C., Nov. 30.—The 


United S tates Supreme court has dismissed 
the writ of error in the case of Eleverton 
Chapman of New York, the broker 
charged with a violation of the statutes in 
refusing to answer questions in the senate 
sugar-trcst investigation committee two 
years ago. 


This makes it necessary that Chapman 


serve a sentence at least technically. 
Doubtless he will be promptly surrendered 
by his bondsmen and the case again 
carried to the supreme court on habeas 
corpus proceedings to test the constitu- 
tionality of the act upon which the prose- 
cution is based. 


The court in the opinion rendered by 


Chief Justice Fuller decided on a techni- 
cal point of practice. 


Chapman's sentence was imprisonment 


to 30 days and a fine of $100. He is ex- 
pected to appear tomorrow and surrender 
to Judge Cole when he will be placed in 
the custody of a bailiff who will techni- 
cally carry out the incarceration sentence 
by accompanying the broker wherever he 
goes.

The Famous Piano Manufac- 


turer Dies Today in New 


York From Typhoid.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—William Btein- 


way,the famous piano manufacturer and a 
member of the rapid transit commission, 
died at 3.30 o'clock this morning at 26 
Gramercy park from typhoid fever. He 
made a speech at the Isabella home for 
old men and women November 6 and 
when he got home he was compelled to 
go to bed. 


• His physician diagnosed his disease to 
be typhoid. He was very sick at first and 
his son, George, was cabled to return 
from Europe. During last week his con- 
dition was so improved that Thanksgiv- 
ing was made joyful, but he suffered a 
relapse yesterday and sank rapidly. He 
was born March 5,1836.

YALE AND HARVARD, 


The Universities Take Steps for 


Permanent Athletic 


Unity. 


THE MANAGEMENTS ACTIYE, 


Yale will Vote Confidence in 


Her Athletic Leaders and 
Mr. Camp will Arrange 


Plan of Agreement. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NBW HAVEN, Nov. 30.—Tonight Yale 


will take the first step in negotiaions 
which have been in progress for some 
time looking to a renewal of athletic re- 
lations between Yale and Harvard. At 
6.45 o'clock the under graduates will as- 
semble in alumni hall in response to a call 
issued by the presidents of the four ath- 
letic managements of the university. 


Contests For All Time. 


The managements will make a statemen 


outlining the policy upon which they 
have started and will ask the university 
for a "vote of confidence." In other 
words the students will be asked to con- 
fer upon the managements the power to 
proceed with negotiations in a manner 
which seems to them most expedient for 
securing a new agreement, calculated to 
provide for Yale and Harvard athletic 
contests for all time under conditions 
which will prevent such a breach aa 
followed the Springfield football contest. 


Tl«<? Plrat Steps. 


It has been variously reported that an 


agreement is already signed, but the Yale 
managements deny that the situation was 
stated six weeks ago when some Yale and 
Harvard graduates started a, university 
club in Mew York and informally dis-' 
cussed the matter. It was decided there 
to bring about a reunion between the two 
universities and steps were at once taken 
looking to a formal conference between 
the representatives of the two institu- 
tions. 


Camp Will Decide. 


At Harvard, while the managements1 


refuse to acknowledge cognizance of the 
matter, it is understood that a similar 
meeting will be held Tuesday to take 
action. At all events Yale will set the 
ball rolling tonight. 


The athlectic leaders will be given 


power to act as they see fit. If every- 
thing proceeds smoothly the presidents 
of the four athletic organizations of Yale 
will hold a conference with Walter 
Camp, Yale's most prominent athletic 
adviser, and leave him the question in- 
volving the form of agreement which 
will be submitted to Harvard. 


Hopes for Reunion. 


Mr. Camp and the vice presidents 


decline to discuss the matter in its pres- 
ent condition further than to say that it 
is confidently hoped that Yale and Har- 
vard will be successfully reunited in 
athletics.

Over One Hundred Dollars 


Worth of Booty Secured 


Sunday Morning. 


LEFT OLD CLOTHES, TOOK. NEW, 


Also Secured Some Money. A Suc- 


cessful Piece of Work. 
No Clue 


but the Old Clothes.

on the Case. 


A daring burglary occurred at Adams 


early Sunday morning, when J»nks & 
Mooney's store on Park street was s :c- 
cessfully looted. 


The fact was discovered about S o'clock 


Sunday morning by James Raidy, the 
c^erk who lives upstairs, when he was 
summoned by Edward Kelly, who desired 
to buy a collar. When they went into the 
store they found the goods scattered pro- 
miscuously, and a light of glass was gone 
at the back of the building. 


A search revealed the fact that two 


badly-clothed individuals had entered the 
store some hours before and had left the 
store shortly 
afterwards dressed in 


up-to-date fashion, carrying dress-suit 
cases, and with money in their pockets. 


The store is being remodeled and 


enlarged. On the north side an addition 
is being built to tbe block. This addition 
does not extend clear to the end. There 
are double doors behind the new part on 
the northern Bide of tbe eld building. 
These doors are half glass, and from one 
of them a pane had been removed. 
Through this space the burglars entered. 
They each selected a complete outfit of 
tbe best quality, comprising everything, 
even to hats, underwear, shoes, rubbers, 
collars, cuffs, neckties and cuffbuttons. 
When they had made a choice they retired 
to the anteroom and changed, leaving 
their old clothes behind. Before going 
they went to the money drawer and took 
all tbe cash there, between {20 and $25 in 
silver. The firm has no safe and Mr, 
Mooney has been in the habit of taking 
home all the bills there are after the day's 
trade and leaving the heavier money in 
the store. Then the burglars probably 
went out the same way, having been seen 
or heard by nobody. 


A curious thing about the affair is that 


there were two lights burning in the store 
all the time. Officer Brodeau, who was 
on the beat, made his usual tour about the 
block before going home in the morning 
and saw nothing wrong. Mr. Raidy, the 
clerk, did not retire until 12 o'clock and 
he heard nothing, so it must have been 
considerably later that the act was com- 
mitted. There were two men, and one 
probably watched the officer go to another 
part of his beat while his partner went in- 


The only clue left was the old clothes. 


The shoes were old and badly worn. One 
man had square toed ones and the others 
were of the half-round pattern. One wore 
black clothes and the other a sort of dark 
gray material. Both wore caps, and a 
black chinchilla overcoat, much the worse 
for wear, was left by one of them. All 
the clothing was small. 


Chief Curran is working on the case, but 


his chances of getting tbe culprits are 
very slight. 


Among the articles taken, were two red 


sweaters, two dark canvas extension 
dress suit cases, at least one pair of fur- 
lined gloves, and hats with "Jenks & 
Mooney" stamped inside, probably. The 
total loss is over $100.

The Liquor Traffic Not a Necessary i 
Evil. Wholly Detrimental and Very j 


Expensive. The Public Conscience 


Needs Awakening Here. 


At the 4.30 o'clock service at the Uni- 


versalist church Sunday Rev. A. B. Church 
dealt with the license question, taking 
for his text Provertts 23:7; "As a man 
tbinketh in his heart so is he." 


Mr. Church said this was just as true of 


a community as of an individual. As the 
the prevailing sentiment is, so is the com- 
munity. When people come to this city j 
and see our strong churches, our good j 
scnools, our great industries and flourish- j 
ing mercantile concerns they must realize | 
that public sentiment here in regard to 
these things is in the forefront and that j 
this is a banner town along these Hues of 
activity. 


But all this does not prove that we need 


no change of sentiment here. There has 
been quite a change within two years in 
regard to some streets, but let the visitor 
go through Center, Marshall or State 
street and notice the liquor business, lol- 
low its effects into the homes affected 
by it and to the police station and court 
room, and what must be big idea of our 
sentiment along this line? Are we as 
proud of this feature of our city life as we 
are of our churches, schools and business 
enterprises? 


Let no one say that the liquor business 


is a, necessary evil. It exists because of a 
prevailing sentiment in its favor. 
I am 


not now attacking any liquor dealer who 
does business according to law, but those 
who sanction and legalize the traffic, A hich 
ia injurious in every way. 
It depreciates 


the value of surrounding property and 
lowers the pride, the self-respect and the 
morals of those engaged in it. h was 
difficult last year to get locations for our 
nineteen saloons, owing to their bad 
effect on surrounding property and the 
nuisance they are generally admitted to 
be. The sixth ward, which contains 
nearly all the churches in the city, voted I 
for license, but did not want any of the j 
saloons within its borders. 


The use of liquor weakens a man physi- 


cally and morally and is a blight upon the 
children of those who use it. It creates 
dissension and misery in the home and 
supplies no legitimate want. It is tile ] 
couae of between 80 and 90 per cent, of all j 


) crimes and misdemeanors. Thoie wore 


I ovei 600 arrests for drunkenness in thia I 


I city during the past nine months. It is 
antagonistic to good government, espec- 
ially in a country where the people gov- 
ern, 
for anything which degrades the 


people degrades the government. And 
the liquor lias no redeeming feature. If 
we could find in it some benefits to offset 
the detriment it would be different, but 
we can not. It is injurious in every res- 
pect. 


In reply to the claim that "we need the 


revenue," which is advanced by many, I 
Mr. Church gave some statistics, according | 
to which the revenue derived from this j 
source is very dearly acquired. His figures j 
showed that it must cott about ?259,000 a 
year to support our nineteen saloons, 
allowing an average profit of f 1,OCO. 
The 


license fees amount to ?38,OOQ and after 
the state has taken its share tha city has 
left $28,500, making a yearly deficit of 
$230,860. 


And in the main it is the working people 


who support the saloons. It is the people 
who are the least able to do it who sup- 
port this business. Statistics show that 
it costs the stale $22 for every dollar of 
revenue it gets from the liquor traffic. 
Suppose it were proposed to tax the 


] people this amount for the support of 
I schools, roads, etc. There would be a 
rebellion, and yet they pay it every year 
over the liqm r bars. 


We need a change of sentiment in re- 


gard to this thing. If we could close the 
saloons and spend thia moueyin legiti- 
mate business it would be a great thing 
for the city. The traffic is not a necessary 
evil. The normal legal condition in this 
state is prohibition, and therefore a vote 
for license is not a vote to restrict, but a 
vote to permit the sale. 
High license 


makes'the dealer work the harder for 
suceeMi and really places a premium on 
Belling. 


This evil is not necetaary here. It can 


be stopped. We have a good police force 
and an administration pledged to enforce 
the law. But some say if the traffic is 
voted down there will be just as much 
liquor sold. Such a claim ciin not be < 
substantiated, and it is a significant fact I 
that lust year, when there was no hcenie 
in Adama, only one tenth as much liquor 
was brought into that town as there is 
under license. 


The address was heard by a large con-

The Wind Flay* an Important Put In 


the Spreading of Plant*. 


The usual way for seeds to be carried 


is by the wind. Sometimes they aro BO 
email and light aa to ba easily wafted 
by the breezes. This is the case with 
the Beed of tho mocoBGin flowers and 
meadow piaks and the other beautiful 
plants of oar woods and bogs called 
orchids. And the tiny bodies, like atoms 
of dust, termed "spores," that answer 
to seed iu ferns and mosses and toad- 
stools, are come away by the lightest 
breath of eir. But most seeds are them- 
selves too heavy for this. So they are 
cfttiniea provided with thin, broad 
winga that carry them before the wind 
as a sail carries a boat. The pairs of 
"keys" that hung in clusters from the 
maple trees iu spring are such winged 
fruits. When ripe, they float slowly to 
the ground, or if a high wind is blow- 
ing they aro carried farther from the 
tree. Tha nsh has thick bunches of 
winged fruits much like these, but sin- 
gle. 'The e!m has a thin, papery border 
all around its small seeds, which makes 
them quite ocilfepicaous as they hang on 
the branchlcts before tho leaves havo 
come out. 


Numbers of plants have abont the 


seeds delicate haiis or bristles that take 
the place of 
wings. A dandelion 


"clock," or a head of thistle down, is a 
bunch of seeds, each with a circle of 
fine bristles on the summit. When the 
seeds are ripe, along comes a breeze, 
and, puff, away go tho seeds, hanging 
from their tnfta of bristles as the bas- 
ket hangs from a balloon. The bunches 
of long silky hairs that come from a 
bursting pod of milkweed and fill the 
air around have each their precious 
cargo in tho shape of a email brown 
seed. The eeeds that ripen in heads on 
tbe clematis after the hr.mlsome iicrple 
Cower leaves have fallen have long 
Jeathored tail?, like slender bird plumes, 
that do the same work that is given to 
the silk of milkweed.

He registered at the hotel as B. L. 
liyran. 
When found the body was 


lying diagonally across the bed and 
the memorandum book and pencil wero 
near by, having evidently fallen from 
his hand, liefore taking the drug ha 
wrote a letter to the iiotel proprietor 
and another to the press, in whieh ha 
gave no cause for his act other than, 
that his life had terminated in failure. 
In both these letters he made somo 
humerous remarks. He continued his 
description o/ the effect of the drug 
until all his strength had failed him, 
and some of the last of it could not be 
decipheied. As rmieli of it as could be 
made out is as follows: 


His Feellugs While Dying;. 


"To M. 
D.—Drank one ounce of 


laudanum. 
After five minutes feel 


little or no pain. Heart action now 
pronounced.

Ten minutes—Condition 


about the same. 
Pulse rapid and pain 


in wrist and slight pain in region of 
lieart. Hand trembles. 
A feeling of 


dullness, with .more pain in all parts 
of the body. 
(Nole. Will keep up this 


description of effects as long as possi- 
ble. 
Hope it will be ol use to medical 


science.) Eys show charge. A ff^l- 
ing of drowsiness coming on. Sort of 
a feeling of intoxication, accompanied 
by .slight fever. Twenty minutes— 
Pain increasing. A slight perspira- 
tion started. Am getting sleey. Have 
a sort of numb feeling and no pain."

WEYLER'S MOVEMENTS.

Havana, Kov. 30.—The latest reports 


from the province of Pinar del Rio 
locate Captain General Weyler in tho 
vicinity of San Cristobal. 
lie was 


marching westward towards the hills 
seeking the forces of Maceo. No men- 
tion U made of any engagement hav- 
ing taken place. 
While a military 


train vvas passing along the central 
trocha, whieh extends from Moron to 
to .Tucaro in the province of Puerto 
Principe, a dynamite bornb^ which had 
beeu placed on the rails by rebels, ex- 
ploded.

They resisted the in- 
surgents until assistance reached them 
from the troops stationed along the 
trocha near the scene of the explosion. 
The rebels were then driven off with a 
loss, of eijjht killed. The Spanish loss 
was two killed and an officer and five 
wounded.
